The indicated allowability of claims 2-6 is hereby withdrawn in view of the newly 
discovered prior art to Sloss and Lynes. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 

for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 

regards as the invention. Claim 3 is rejected as lacking a clear meaning; the last two 

line should probably read, "..which has a diameter greater than that of the first tubular 

boom section." 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 

Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Sloss 
(6761387). Sloss discloses telescoping boom structure comprising: 
• A plurality of tubular boom sections 41-46 having 
o different diameters and 

o being concentrically nestable about a common displacement axis 
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o having helical tracks through which adjacent boom sections 

mutually engage one another for telescoping displacement along a 
common axis 47 

o the first boom section 46 has a helical track 53 formed along an 
exterior tubular surface thereof to be engeable by one or more 
rotational elements 52 retained at an exterior surface of the second 
tubular boom section 45 having a diameter greater than that of the 
first section 46 

o the third tubular boom section 44 has a helical track formed along 
the an exterior surface to be engageable by one or more rotational 
elements retained at an interior surface of the first section 46 which 
has a diameter greater than the first boom section. 

• A drive motor 74 includes coupled to rotational drive the second section 
wherein said one or more rotational elements are retained at the interior 
surface thereof about said common displacement axis 47 so as to cause 
said one or more rotational elements of the second section to engage and 
rotate the helical track of the first section relative to the second section 
along the axis 

• The first section includes a stop 54/55/91/92 element adjacent a terminal 
portion of the track of the first section; the stop element being operative to 
engage a rotation element of the second section and prevent further 
rotation of the track of the first section relative to the second section. The 
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location of the stop is not seen as critical; one of ordinary skill in the art 
would have appreciated using any location providing the stability of the 
structure; further applicant fails to provide significance or relevancy for 
placing the stop inside the sections 
• A drive actuator 47 coupled to one of the sections

would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claims 10-13 are allowable over the prior art of record.
